Was Begun Back in 1787 
While various proposals for a 
separate national district had been 
made soon after the Revolution, it 
was not until the Constitution was 
adopted in 1787 that the first step 
was taken. A clause in the Con- 
stitution. gave congress _ certain 
powers ot legislation over a‘district, 
not exceeding ten miles square, 
which should become the seat of 
the government; A bill for this pur- 
pose. was passed in 1790, the site 
of the capital bein; .Washington’s 
own choice, ; 
The first permanent settlement 
by white men-on: this’site had been 
made at about the close of the Sev- 
ententh century, by Irish and Scotch 
settlers, Marylafd and Virginia 
ceded land for the capita. city, but 
ti “1846 ‘the..Vitginia. ‘portion was. 
|.Slyen back to that, state, ...The com- 
mission appointed to. purchase the 
land required for the government 
purposes found that there were 19 
briginal proprietors’ but “only four 
Principal ,landowner., Danie) Car- 
‘| roll, David Burnes, Samuel David- 
86n and Notley Young.

4 in when threatened with the power 
of the government to force a sale. 
By the terms of the sale, announced 
in 1791, the owners agreed to con-

such portions of the farms as were 
needed for streets, parks, etc., and 
to sell land for public buildings and 
improvements at $125 per acre.

Supplied Varied Classes 


The Nama has the coarsest wool 
of any of the “Four Sheep of the 
Incas,” says a'writer in Military En- 
gineering. The three others are the 
guanaco, the vicuna and the alpaca. 
The guanaco and vicuna are found 
in a wild state in the lofty moun- 
tains here even as far south as the 
cold: plains of Patagonia and the 
islands of Tierra del Fuego. The 
alpaca and the lama are the only 
ones content to live with the In- 
dians; tradition says that they were 
domesticated centuries before the 
Spaniards came to Sout! America. 

Tradition also says that clothes 
from llama wool were for the com- 
mon people, from guanaco for the 
nobles, and from alpaca for the 
royal governors and from vicuna for 
the imperial Incas themselves. The 
alpaca’s preg¢ious coat sweeps the 
ground; and beautiful ancient tex- 
tiles from ‘such hair are still dis- 
played among the rarities in various 
museums,

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TOWN HIT BY FLOOD 


Denuded Hills Blamed for 


Great Disaster. 


Washington.—The recent flood 
which drowned twenty persons and 
caused heavy property loss in Ti- 
hertas, ancient Biblical town on the 
Sea of Galilee, might be traced in 
final analysis to black goats, care- 
less woodsmen, and the World war, 
according to a bulletin from the 
National Gedégraphic society. 


“Crouched beside the placid lake 
ut the foot of flower-carpeted hills, 
Tiberias seems pleasantly and safe- 
ly situated,” says the bulletin 
“But the flowers.spring from small 
crevices that hold the only soil: on 
many of the rocky, treeless slopes, 
and for that reason have a sinister 
significance, 


“The hills of Palestine were once 
covered with luxuriant forests, but 
have been latgély denuded by reck- 
less cutting, and by herds of free- 
ranging’ black goats nibbling the 
young shoots of bushes and shrubs. 
The Turks and their allies during 
the Werld war completed the de- 
struction by felling large olive 
groves, leaving the uplands. stony 
and barren. They now afford scant 
pasturage for sheep and no. break 
for the torrential rains that rush 
in veritable walls of watef down 
the worn slopes to the sea. Offi- 


~“¢lals” of "modern “Palestine, seeking 


to restore the uplands, h@e car- 
ried truck load after truck load dt 
soil to. the hilltops, and in the new- 
ly made ground. have planted young 
trees. 


Town Hag, Double dianuty: 
‘Mirrored inthe blue-green Sea 
of Galilee, the.town of Tiberias has 
a double beauty, The flat roofs of 
its square, shutter houses are pearl 
gray, ‘blue-plagtered, or covered 
with gipss Wtke-vniniatire =

the many -mosques, Partially” en- 
elosing the town’ and lapped by 
lake water, age. the somber black 
basalt medieval fortifications erect- 
ed by the Crusaders, and now in 
ruins. 


“Tiberias was built in Graeco- 
Roman style by the Judean prince, 
Herod Antipas, who put John. the 
Baptist :to death. It was once a 
splendid metropolis, boasting a pal- 
ace and even a race course,. Among 
the cheering spectators at the 
chariot races was probably Salome, 
who some. historians hold to be the 
daughter of Herod Antipas. 

“After the fall of Jerusalem, Ti- 
berias became the .chief center of 
culture for the Jewish nation and 
the home of many rabbis. Later, 
oceupied in-turn by Arabs, Crusad- 
ers who fortified it, and a series of 
inhabitants who neglected it, Ti- 
herias degenerated Into such squal- 
or that it became notorious’ for 
swarms of fleas. -Arahbs gave it a 
nickname ; meaning ‘Home. of the 
King of the Fleas.‘
